Ombudsman reports on hospital failings leading to woman’s death 


£3.500 FOR 


OAP’S LIFE!

THE daughter of a woman who 
died after being diagnosed with 
gastroenteritis has received £3,500 
compensation from a hospital trust. 

A Parliamentary ombudsman’s 
health panel heard Barking 
Havering and Redbridge Hospitals 
NHS Trust did not provide ade¬ 
quate care and treatment for the 
patient after the pensioner was 
admitted to hospital with diarrhoea 
and vomiting. 

Her daughter complained that the 
trust did not keep adequate records 


of her mother’s care, communicate 
appropriately with the family or 
handle her complaint properly. 

The health panel heard that the 
pensioner was admitted to hospital 
with diarrhoea and vomiting, which 
doctors diagnosed as gastroenteritis. 

Her diarrhoea stopped but her 
vomiting continued. 

The elderly woman’s condition 
deteriorated significantly five days 
after admission. 

Surgeons examined her and sug¬ 
gested that she might have a bowel 
obstruction. 

The panel heard by that time it 
was too late to do a scan or operate. 


She died shortly afterwards. 

The health panel said given that 
the woman’s condition was not 
improving, doctors should have 
carried out further tests to assess 
her kidney function and to see 
whether she had any other signs of 
infection. 

But no tests were done. 

A spokesman for the ombudsman 
said: “We also found there was a 
lack of input from senior doctors 
during her time in hospital. 

“Although nurses appropriately 
monitored her physiological obser¬ 
vations, and increased observations 
when necessary, they failed to keep 


adequate records of her care, par¬ 
ticularly her fluid input and output. 

“The nurses also did not ade¬ 
quately communicate with the 
patient’s family. We could not say, 
however, her death could have been 
prevented.” 

The trust agreed to write to the 
patient’s daughter to acknowledge 
the failings and apologise for the 
injustice caused, pay £3,500 com¬ 
pensation and provide an update on 
the action plan it had developed to 
address the failings identified. 

The Parliamentary ombudsman 
heard the case in May and pub¬ 
lished the results on Thursday.

designer glasses 
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Hospital 
trust pays 
out £500 

BARKING, Havering and Redbridge Hospitals Trust 
has paid £500 compensation to a woman for not 
receiving appropriate care. 

A patient was admitted with an existing wound to 
her leg. 

The woman's daughter complained to the trust, that 
by the time her mother was discharged, she had a pres¬ 
sure sore ulcer and a further injury to her left leg 
caused by a hot drink. 

The Parliamentary Ombudsman said when the 
patient arrived at hospital she was assessed as having 
one existing injury on her thigh and a red sacrum. 

Six hours later staff recorded that the pressure areas 
had been checked and were intact. 

The Parliamentary Ombudsman health panel said 
the records did not tally with the patient's first assess¬ 
ment. 

Four hours later, staff recorded the details of the 
patient's wounds. 

At this time, staff noted an additional wound. 

The health panel said either the patient was not thor¬ 
oughly assessed when she was first admitted, or she 
suffered a further leg injury. 

This had not been accepted or explained to the 
patient by the trust. 

The panel said there was no wound care chart or care 
plan in her records. 

The health panel said that, despite the patient having 
a red sacrum, there was no record of this. There was 
also no evidence to show she received the appropriate 
pressure care. 

The trust apologised to the patient for the faults the 
Ombudsman found and paid her £500 in recognition 
of the pain and distress she has experienced. 

It also produced plans to prevent the same failings 
happening again. 

The health panel recorded the findings in May 2014. 

The report was published on Thursday. 



Centre gets a new look 


LEYTONSTONE Leisure Centre has re¬ 
opened after a multi-million pound 
makeover. Visitors will benefit from a refur¬ 
bished swimmming pool, teaching pool and 
poolside sauna. 

The development is the latest stage of 
Waltham Forest Council’s £24.5million pro¬ 
gramme of improvements across the bor¬ 
ough’s six leisure centrer by 2016. 

Council leader Chris Robbins and the bor¬ 
ough’s cabinet member for health, councillor

Cllr Robbins said: “Our multi-million 
pound leisure centre improvement pro¬ 
gramme - part of our ‘creating a better place’ 
campaign - is ensuring that residents have 
the best facilities available. 

“The new centre in Leytonstone has been 
completely transformed and now offers a 
host of fantastic features for local families 
and residents of all ages to enjoy.” 

In addition to the new pool area, the centre 

- formally known as Cathall Leisure Centre 

- now boasts a new reception with fast track 


entry, two-court sports hall, 100-station fit¬ 
ness suite, a soft play area, multi-purpose 
room, a refurbished studio and brand new 
changing areas for all activities. 

The centre opened its doors to the public 
last week, ahead of the official relaunch. 

More than 150 new members have signed 
up to take advantage of the new facilities. 

Cllr Khan, said: “We’re making sure that 
all residents have access to first-class leisure 
facilities to help them stay fit and healthy. 

“Whether it’s free swimming for under 
18s, over 60s and disabled people, state-of- 
the art gym equipment and exercise spaces 
or soft play areas for youngsters, we want 
everyone to have opportunities to get active 
whatever their age or ability.” 

Leytonstone Leisure Centre, in Cathall 
Road, closed on 3 November 2013 for 
improvement work. Since then, the building 
has been extended, while the internal areas 
have been remodelled and refurbished with 
new equipment. 

Waltham Forest’s leisure centres offer 
sports pitches and courts, fully-equipped 
gymnasiums, exercise classes and 25m 
swimming pools. Those with pools offer free 
swimming for under 18s, over 60s and dis¬ 
abled people.

Hospital on board for 
life-saving campaign 


THE chairman of a hospital 
trust who almost died follow¬ 
ing surgery is spearheading a 
campaign to save lives. 

Maureen Dalzeil, of 
Barking, Havering and 
Redbridge Hospitals NHS 
Trust (BHRUT), was treated 
in a London hospital for colon 
cancer 10 years ago. 

She developed sepsis follow¬ 
ing the surgery. Maureen said: 
“Developing sepsis after 
surgery is quite common as 
there is only so much the 
human body can take. It is not 
as a result of any mistakes 
made by surgical staff.” 

She said that when she devel¬ 
oped the condition she had 
slurred speech and was “talk¬ 
ing nonsense”. 

These are just some of the 
symptoms Maureen is teaching 
medical staff at BHRUT to 
look out for. She added: “Other 
symptoms include shivering, 
breathlessness and discoloura¬ 
tion of the skin. 

“Ten years ago we didn’t 
really have the tools or knowl¬ 
edge about sepsis that we have 
now, and it was known as the 
silent killer. It was touch and 
go that I would live, that’s why 
I am spearheading this cam¬ 
paign.” 

So far 3,000 staff have been 
trained to look out for the symp¬ 
toms and treat the condition. 

• Sepsis is a common and 
potentially life-threatening 
condition triggered by an 
infection. 



• In sepsis, the body’s 
immune system goes into 
overdrive, setting off a series 
of reactions including wide¬ 
spread inflammation, swelling 
and blood clotting. 

This can lead to a significant 
decrease in blood pressure, 
which can mean the blood 
supply to vital organs such as 
the brain, heart and kidneys is 
reduced. 

• If not treated quickly, sepsis 
can eventually lead to multiple 
organ failure and death. 

• Each year in the UK, it is 
estimated that more than 
100,000 people are admitted 


to hospital with sepsis and 
about 37,000 people will die 
as a result. 

• Early symptoms of sepsis 
usually develop quickly and 
can include a high tempera¬ 
ture (fever), chills and shiver¬ 
ing, a fast heartbeat and fast 
breathing. 

• In some cases, symptoms of 
more severe sepsis or septic 
shock (when your blood pres¬ 
sure drops to a dangerously 
low level) develop soon after. 

This can include feeling 
dizzy or faint, confusion or 
disorientation, nausea and 
vomiting, diarrhoea, feeling 
cold, clammy, and pale or 
mottled skin. 

• The NHS say tell your doc¬ 
tor if you have recently had an 
infection or injury and if you 
have possible early signs of 
sepsis. Severe sepsis and sep¬ 
tic shock are medical emer¬ 
gencies. 

• If you think that you or 
someone in your care has one 
of these conditions, call 999 
and ask for an ambulance. 

• Anyone can develop sepsis 
after an injury or minor infec¬ 
tion, although some people 
are more vulnerable. 

• If sepsis is detected early 
and has not yet affected vital 
organs, it may be possible to 
treat the infection at home 
with antibiotics. 

A spokesman for the NHS 
said: “Most people who have 
sepsis detected at this stage 
will make a full recovery.”

WITH Remembrance day 
approaching and while com¬ 
memorating the centenary of 
World War I, there isn’t a more 
appropriate time to rediscover 
the borough’s heritage with a 
trip to Hornchurch Country 
Park, which is awash with rich 
history and rare artefacts from 
the wars. 

Among the relics that have 
been found over the years are 
.303 bullets and cartridges, 
which were the standard 
British and Commonwealth 
military cartridges from 1889 
until the 1950s, spitfire gog¬ 
gles, dog food tins that were 
enjoyed by the pilot’s dogs, 
RAF egg cups, and a copper¬ 
headed hammer. 

Also part of the collection is 
the last surviving three-bladed 
propeller of its kind from the 
Battle of Britain Spitfire, which 
crashed at Lower Raypits in 
Canewdon after a serious gly¬ 
col gas leak in 1940. 

There is a 1930s bike that 
would have been used by pilots 
to get around the airfield, and 
also the engine of a MK1 
Hawker Hurricane aircraft. 

Many of these were found 
when parts of the grounds 
were excavated during the 
filming of a documentary 
called Two Men in a Trench in 
March 2002. 

Mick Greenslade, a Havering 
Council park ranger said: “It’s 
amazing to see what’s still out 
and about here. 

“A while ago, we were 
putting in a speed ramp on 


Squadrons Approach and we 
were digging to put in a ‘cau¬ 
tion’ sign when I hit a 1874 
German pfennig coin!” 

The series explored the fasci¬ 
nating former airfield and 
many of the items were found 
around the existing tett turrets. 

The items were sent to 
Glasgow University to be 
analysed and logged before 
being sent back to the council. 

Fellow ranger John 
Wilderspin who has worked 
for 28 years in the park said: 
“It’s important that they’re kept 
here, They’re part of our histo¬ 
ry, you can see and feel them, 
and every little thing has a tale 
of its own,” 

“We’re very lucky; we get to 
do lots of different things, not 
just cutting grass. It’s an inter¬ 
esting job, that’s why we do it.” 

During the Second World 
War, pillboxes and defensive 
structures were created and a 
perimeter track was built 


around RAF Hornchurch, with 
dispersal bays, pill boxes and 
tett turrets, connected by anti¬ 
tank obstacles, trenches and 
barbed wire. 

Councillor Melvin Wallace, 
cabinet nember for culture and 
community engagement, said: 
“Every part of the country 
park reveals another important 
piece of history. There’s so 
much to learn - some parts of 
the land, particularly the 
marshes, were bombed on 
numerous occasions, and the 
existing car park is where 
pilots parked their Spitfires 
during the Second World War. 
I’d encourage everyone, espe¬ 
cially those who are local, to 
go and explore what is an 
important part of our heritage.” 

The council’s park rangers 
offer guided talks and tours 
about the history of the park 
and the wildlife. For more

SPIRITED West Ham recovered 
from two goals behind to gain what 
had earlier seemed an unlikely point 
at Stoke City. 

The Britannia Stadium is widely 
recognised as a difficult place to plun¬ 
der Premier League points. Neverthe¬ 
less, West Ham arrived in the Potteries 
in good shape after dispatching cham¬ 
pions Manchester City at Upton Park 
seven days before. 

Meanwhile, the Potters were 
mindful that a victory could catapult 
them into the top half of the table, 
within two points of the high-flying 
East Londoners. 

Indeed it was lively Stoke who 
were first to threaten. Hammers 
defender Winston Reid had to be 
alert after Jonathan Walters 
had surged down the right and cen¬ 
tred, soon after Reid had to be on his 
toes again, this time thwarting 
Steven Nzonzi's low drive. 

Stoke were looking the more likely 
to break the deadlock. Former 
Barcelona man Bojan's effort was 
snubbed out by some brave defending 
from James Collins after another 
lightning raid down the right. 

And Stoke should have grabbed 
the lead when Marne Diouf was 


only inches away from converting 
Bojan's cross. 

Stewart Downing should have 
done better, sending his effort high 
and wide after a neat interchange 
with Alex Song during a rare foray 
forward from the visitors during the 
first period. 

But just after the half hour mark a 
goal duly arrived, and it was no sur¬ 
prise that the home side provided it. 
Victor Moses was quickest to react 
following a melee in the Hammers 
box and scrambled the ball over the 
line. 

And as the half drew to a close it 
was the home side who continued to 
look the brighter. Moses surging run 
was brought to a conclusion by some 
desperate last ditch defending from 
Collins, while Bojan was only inches 
away with Hammers keeper Adrian 
fully extended. 

West Ham were on the ropes, once 
again they had Spanish keeper Adrian 
to thank as he made a brilliant point 
blank stop as Moses looked set to 
double the Potters advantage. 

Hammers boss Sam Allardyce 
brought Carlton Cole into the fray 
for the second period in an attempt 
to bolster the visitors attack, but it 
was Stoke who were first to 
show. The electrifying Bojan once 
again a thorn in West Ham's side, 
finding Adrian's midriff with a free- 
kick from distance. 

And before the East Londoners 


could make any real headway their 
problems doubled. Jonathan Walters 
showed Aaron Cresswell a clean pair 
of heals before delivering for Marne 
Diouf to head beyond Adrian. 

But West Ham weren't going down 
without a fight, and they clawed 
their way back into the match, albeit 
in controversial circumstances. 
Song was high and late on Diouf but 
referee Chris Foy allowed play to 
continue, much to the anguish of all 
connected with the Potteries club. 
Downing raced away down the 
right, crossing for the headlong 
Valencia who beat Begovic and 
halved the home sides’ advantage. 

The game continued to ebb and 
flow. Nzonzi had Adrian at full 
stretch and Diouf headed just 
over as Stoke went in search of 
a decisive goal. 

But the tide had begun to turn, 
West Ham had started to attack with 
greater intent, and with twenty min¬ 
utes remaining, Downing crisply 
met a pinpoint ball in from Valencia 
to restore parity. 

Man of the match Bojan tried to 
lift Stoke’s spirits with a shot that 
warmed Adrian's fingers, then the 
Hammers keeper made an even bet¬ 
ter save low to his right to keep out 
Geoff Cameron. 

In the burning embers the Pot¬ 
ters pressed hard to claim maximum 
points, but West Ham showed the 
kind of resolve that had earlier been 


missing to claim a share of the 
spoils and extend their unbeaten run 
to four games. 

After the dust had settled, Sam 
Allardyce said: “I have to give Stoke 
credit for the way that they played. 

“For me, at 2-0 it was about 
changing the shape of the team, get¬ 
ting the substitutes on that were 
going to give us an opportunity to 
get back in the game. 

Allardyce continued: “The two 
goals we scored were fantastic goals, 
I don’t think there’s any doubt about 
that. The extra quality we’ve got this 
year has paid dividends. It looked like 
we were getting nothing out of this 
game but we’ve got a precious point”. 

Potters boss Mark Hughes said: “I 
thought we were excellent from start 
to finish, that was one of our most 
dynamic and creative performances 
this season.”

MAURO Milanese’s Orient had to 
be content with a point last Saturday 
after a Jim O’Brien stoppage time 
leveller means that the east London¬ 
ers are now an unenviable six 
months without a home win.
